The premier has hinted that he’s losing 
patience with the man charged with run¬ 
ning the province’s health-care system as 
the issue of long emergency room waits 
continues to dog his government. 

Ed Stelmach said yesterday in the legis¬ 
lature that he found it offensive when 
AHS CEO Stephen Duckett brushed off re¬ 
porters last Friday, sa5dng he was busy eat¬ 
ing a cookie. 


“I found the comments last Friday 
quite offensive,” Stelmach said. “In fact, 
all Albertans found them offensive.” 

Stelmach was later asked by reporters 
if he had given any direction to the board 
responsible for hiring and firing Duckett. 

He responded that Duckett’s fate rests 
with the board, but added that his use of 
the word “offensive” sends “a pretty 
strong message.”

Identifying problems is one thing, but 
Stelmach said Sherman crossed the line 
when he criticized fellow caucus mem¬ 
bers.

Canada’s public works 
minister says high security 
costs at two major events 
in the countiy this year 
were behind a federal deci¬ 
sion not to put money to¬ 
ward Edmonton’s bid to 
host the 2017 world’s fair.

Federal Heritage Minis¬ 
ter James Moore rejected a 
funding request from the 
city in a letter to Mayor 
Stephen Mandel that was 
made public on Monday. 

“We looked at this in 


terms of its full potential 
cost, and I’m telling you 
that the cost of securing a 
90-day event in northern 
Alberta with oilsands infra¬ 
structure around the cor¬ 
ner is not a low-risk cost,” 
said Ambrose. 

“(It was) based on the 
notion that even one 
threat to oilsands infra¬ 
structure or one threat to 
the venue, the public or a 
VIP could escalate these 
costs up to a billion dol¬ 
lars.” 

Ambrose rejected Man- 
del’s angiy suggestions 
that she and her colleagues 
didn’t work hard enough 
to get the bid through. 
“The mayor and I have al¬ 
ways had a veiy productive 
relationship and I hope to

O Unemployment negatively impacts happiness, study 
finds O Rural residents have deeper sense of belonging 


A new study of life satis¬ 
faction in Canada finds 
that among the provinces, 
Prince Edward Island 
takes the happiness 
crown. 

The study, released yes¬ 
terday by the Centre for 
the Study of Living Stan¬ 
dards, found that on a 
scale of one to five, the av¬ 
erage level of happiness 
among Canadians aged 20 
and over was 4.26 in 2007- 
08. 

At the provincial level, 
life satisfaction was high¬ 
est in P.E.I., at 4.33, and 
lowest in Ontario, at 4.23. 

Andrew Sharpe, the 
centre’s executive direc¬ 
tor, said P.E.I. had a num¬ 
ber of factors going in its 
favour that resulted in a 
slightly higher level of 
happiness than the na¬ 
tional average.

These included a strong 
sense of community be¬ 
longing, less stress and 
fewer recent immigrants. 

“We all know that (im¬ 
migrants) suffer from 
high unemployment or 
they often are underem¬ 


ployed or they basically 
are out of the labour force 
completely because 
they’ve just given up,” 
Sharpe said. 

While happier in gen¬ 
eral, individuals with 
higher incomes do not 
necessarily have more joy 
in their lives. 

“If all your co-workers 
get a raise and you don't, 
you’re not going to be as 
happy, whereas if you ba¬ 
sically suffer a decline in 
income, your boss cuts 
your wages but he cuts 
everyone else’s wages (so) 
that they’re about the 
same, there’s no real dif¬ 
ference,” Sharpe said. 

The study was based on 
data gathered by the 
Canadian Community 
Health Survey from Statis¬ 
tics Canada.

Up for a little literary 
tourism? Walk a mile in 
Barney Panofsky’s shoes. 

He’s the main character 
in Mordecai Richler’s ac¬ 
claimed novel Barney’s 
Version, which hits the big 
screen on Christmas Eve. 

And here’s the good 
news: If you want to follow 
in the footsteps of Richler 
himself, Panofsky’s haunts 
overlap with those of the 
award-winning, best-sell¬ 
ing Canadian literary icon. 

Barney’s Version, which 
will see Paul Giamatti in 
the title role, is also set in 
Europe and New York. 

But there’s also plenty 
of action in Montreal, 
which happens to be Rich¬ 
ler’s hometown. 

In fact, if you do the pub 
crawl to Richler’s (and 
Panofsky’s) favourite bars 


maybe you’ll hear a tidbit 
about the internationally 
famous author. 

Margo MacGillivray 
slings drinks behind the 
bar at the Sir Winston 
Churchill Pub on Crescent 
Street where Richler, and 
Panofsky, were fixtures. 

“He included us in Bar¬ 
ney’s Version and he quot¬ 
ed a few of the regulars,” 
she said. 

Across the street is Zig- 
gy’s Pub, which is referred 
to as Richler’s second liv¬ 
ing room. 

It’s a spot where he of¬ 
ten met his agent. 

“He came up with a few 
ideas here,” says owner 
Ziggy Eichenbaum. 

“He used to enjoy 
smoked meat sandwiches 
from Schwartz’s and we 
got it delivered by a cab. 


Another bar. Grumpy’s, 
is a block over and figures 
prominently in the movie. 

Panofsky hung out 
there and Richler shared a 
celebratory scotch with 
Robert Lantos, who pro¬ 
duced Barney’s Version, 
when they got honourary 
doctorates from McGill 
University in 2000. 

“We used streets like 
Sherbrooke Street and 
Mountain Street and 
Gmmpy’s, which was 
Mordecai’s favourite bar,” 
Lantos recalled. 

“The landmarks were 
really important to give 
the film authenticity and a 
sense of reality.” 

Le Mas des Oliviers was 
one of Richler’s favourite 
restaurants, recalls 

William Weintraub, an au¬ 
thor and journalist who 


was Richler’s friend for 50 
years. 

The bar strip lies a walk 
from the home of Panof¬ 
sky and Richler on Sher¬ 
brooke Street. 

Both men lived behind 
the imposing walls of Le 
Chateau apartments, 
which looks like fort. 

It sits across the street 
from the posh Ritz-Carlton 
hotel, which provided a 
key scene in Barney’s Ver¬ 
sion and was regular hang¬ 
out for Richler, especially 
when he lived across the 
stree from it.. 

“Mordecai is famous for 
having gone there all the 
time and having lunch 
with his wife and others.”

Google now 
has bike maps 

O Bikers can check out the best route online, 
with detailed info on nine major cities 


Cycling enthusiasts across 
Canada will soon be able to 
turn to Google for help 
with their next urban bike 
expedition. 

The online information 
giant announced this week 
that it is introducing a Bike 
Directions feature to its 
popular Google Maps site, 
allowing users to liiglilight 
bikefriendly trails and 
roads acToss most major 
Canadian cities. 

Google spokeswoman 
Wendy Rozeluk said the 
feature will be available 
countrywide, but more de¬ 
tailed route info will be 
available for nine major 
cities that shared their bike 
trail data with the compa¬ 
ny. 

The cities are Ottawa, 
Gatineau, Que., Toronto, 
Waterloo, Ont. Winnipeg, 
Edmonton, Calgary, Van-

couver and Kelowna, B.C.. 

Users in those cities will 
be able to flag designated 
bike trails and select roads 
that feature bike-only lanes, 
while Canadians elsewhere 
will only be shown routes 
with lighter traffic volumes. 

The Bike Directions fea¬ 
ture will be officially 
launched later tliis week, 
Rozeluk said. 

Bike Directions, which 
has been available in the 
United States since March, 
uses colour coding to flag 
routes that are safe for cy¬ 
clists. 

A dark green Une indi¬ 
cates a bikeonly trail, while 
a light green line represents 
a dedicated bike lane along 
a road. Google said. 

Users also have the op¬ 
tion of customizing routes 
to their preferences.

Niman says that he and 
his staff are finding that 
many of their clients are 
shying away from eating 
red meat, so his firm is in¬ 
corporating sustainable 
fish and shellfish into 
many of their offerings. 

On game day, he is host¬ 
ing a Grey Cup party 
at his Toronto condo 
for all his staff. “I am

to fight hunger 


G is for cookie. And N is for 
nutrition. 

The folks at Sesame 
Street are hoping to spell 
out a message of eating 
well with a new initiative 
aimed at fighting hunger. 

The program. Food for 
Thought: Eating Well on a 
Budget, is being put to¬ 
gether by Sesame Work¬ 
shop, the non-profit 
organization behind 
Sesame Street. 

It’s aimed at the 15 per 
cent of households in the 


U.S — accounting for ap¬ 
proximately 9 million chil¬ 
dren — who don't get food 
that meets basic nutrition¬ 
al needs due to financial 
instability. 

“We found there were 
really very few resources 
engaging young children 
and helping them engage 
not only in healthy habits 
but also in knowing that as 
a family they're not alone 
in this,” said Jeanette Be¬ 
tancourt, vice-president of 
content design for the edu¬ 


cation, research and out¬ 
reach department of 
Sesame Workshop. 

The program provides 
families with an educa¬ 
tional outreach kit which 
includes a video featuring 
four new Muppets, the Su¬ 
per foods - banana, cheese, 
whole-grain roll and broc¬ 
coli. 

The video also features 
Elmo and friends, plus real 
families, as they tiy new 
foods, learn about healthy 
snacks and discover the 


importance of sharing a 
meal together. 

And, of course, the broc¬ 
coli knows how to boogie. 

“All our super foods ac¬ 
tually sing and dance and 
encourage the kids and El¬ 
mo to try new foods and 
tiy new snacks, to eat 
healthier,” said Betan¬ 
court.

many too easily confuse 
freedom of speech with 
freedom from workplace 
consequences. Here are a 
few ways employees can 
be fired for Facebook use 
at work. 

Spending an inordinate 
amount of time on 
Facebook while at work is 
tantamount to theft of an 
employer’s time, which 
can amount to cause for 
dismissal. In these 
circumstances, seldom is 
Facebook being used 
exclusively for business 
purposes. 

When Facebook 
postings reveal unsavoury 
characteristics, employees 


can be fired. I’ve had two 
such cases. In one, the 
employee’s pictures of her 
messy workstation irked 
her employer so much, 
she was immediately dis¬ 
missed. In the other, a 
large retail chain fired a 
store manager after he 
posted a link to a video of 
himself that was taken 
when he was off-duty, but 
in company uniform. 

Comments about a 
company’s chents or prod¬ 
ucts can lead to dismissal. 
Given the value placed on 
confidential information, 
courts are more likely to 
respect an employer’s de¬ 
cision to fire an employee 


whose postings 
compromised, or even po¬ 
tentially compromised, a 
competitive advantage. 

Criminal laws can also 
be invoked if employees 
harass or intimidate co¬ 
workers via Facebook. 
These employees can end 
up surfing the classifieds 
for a criminal defence 
lawyer, as well as for a 
new job. But it’s not just 
Facebook use while at 
work that can land you in 
my office seeking legal ad¬ 
vice. Facebook profiles 
and postings created and 
maintained outside of 
working hours and on em¬ 
ployees’ personal time can 


quickly derail an employ¬ 
ee’s career, if the content 
brings his or her employ¬ 
er’s reputation into disre¬ 
pute. 

Here are some tips to 
keep employees out of hot 
water: Do not post “casual¬ 
ly” about your job or 
adversely comment about 
other employees or your 
boss. Your employer can 
and will often monitor 
what you’ve written. 

Famiharize yourself 
with any computer use 
policies in place.

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Kid innovators are a dying breed 

O Zach Veach, 15, created an app to stop texting and driving O But experts say kid inventors are in decline

Like eveiy teenager, Zach 
Veach, 15, uses a cell. But 
he’s an innovator too. 
When he saw a girl in his 
hometown killed because 
she sent text messages 
while driving, Zach decid¬ 
ed to invent an anti-tex¬ 
ting application. 

“When you’re 16 and 
learning how to drive, you 
don’t need any distrac¬ 
tions,” explains Zach, an 
auto racing driver from 
Ohio. 

He has designed an app 
that cell users can set to 
automatically respond to 
text messages. Drivers can 
set their message to say 
“Sorry, I’m driving. I’ll text 
you when I arrive.” 

Unfortunately, creative 
children like Zach are be¬ 
coming a rarity. For 
decades, the Torrance test 
has measured kids’ creativ¬ 
ity in 50 countries. Since 
1990, scores have been de¬ 
clining every year. 

“There has been a sharp 
decrease in children’s abil¬ 
ity to produce unique and 
unusual ideas,” says K 5 mng 
Hee Kim, professor of edu¬ 
cational psychology at the 
College of William and 
Maiy, who has analyzed 55 
years of Torrance tests. 

Schools take part of the 
blame for stressing rote 
learning over creative 
thinking, as do parents for 
allowing kids to stay too 
long in front of the screen. 

“Children watch TV 
and play video games, 
which encourage limited 
thinking,” says Dale 
Grubb, professor of psy¬ 
chology at Baldwin-Wal- 
lace College. “This trend 
can lead to a dangerous in¬ 
novation vacuum.” 

Passive children may be 
a harbinger of a global cri¬ 
sis. A recent study over 50 
years shows that Torrance 
test results are the best 
prediction for accomplish¬

Perhaps the biggest gamble made by Edmonton 
brass this fall came in net. Veteran Nikolai 
Khabibulin was naturally the No. l goaltender in 
the organization, but the 37 -year-old was 
battling the physical toll of a life in hockey and 
was coming off a 2009-10 season that saw him 
limited to 18 appearances due to back surgery. 


I n his absence, rookies Jeff Deslauri- 
ers and Devan Dubnyk were handed 
the keys and promptly spent their 
first year in the NHL getting shelled. 
It’s a wonder, then, that the Oilers 
went with the exact same strategy this 
season. 

There is one minor twist, of course. 
Veteran Martin Gerber was signed in the 
off-season, but instead of making him 
Khabibulin’s backup — a role Gerber 
would be excellently suited for — the 
Swiss netminder was sent to the Ameri¬ 
can League to backstop the fledgling 
Oklahoma City Barons. Dubnyk handled 
duties behind KhabibuUn with the big 
club, but with the veteran down with a 
groin injury, the sophomore now ascends 
to No. 1, with Gerber as backup. 

Now granted. Dubnyk did get his first 
win of the season against Anaheim on the 
weekend, withstanding a barrage of 
Ducks shots early on, but I’m not sure 
what good it does him or the franchise to 
once again have him thnist into the spot¬ 
light on a team that plays less tlian steady 
defence. 

When Gerber was signed in August, it 
all made sense to me: Dubnyk and 
Deslauriers can get their confidence back 
in the AHL, while also challenging each 
other for time — a very healthy situation. 
But having Dubnyk up all season, playing 
in Just six of the team’s first 19 games. 



doesn’t seem like an ideal learning envi¬ 
ronment. Gerber, on the other hand, has 
experience on bad teams — liis last NHL 
foray (he played in Russia last season) 
came at the end of Toronto’s dismal 2008- 
09 campaign and he posted a winning 
record for those Maple Leafs. 

Dubnyk is a project goaltender with in¬ 
triguing size (he’s six-foot-five) and skill.

There are al¬ 
so more safety and conven¬ 
ience features. 

It’s common for au¬ 
tomakers to refresh their 
more popular models after 


a two- or three-year period, 
but for Ford to bring out a 
quartet of new V6 and V8 
engines is nothing short of 
astonishing. It will also 
likely send the competition 
back to their respective 
drawing boards to devise 
some sort of response. 

Reducing fuel consump¬ 
tion is important to every¬ 
one, but it’s of particular 


importance to truck own¬ 
ers. These normally thirsty 
rigs tend to consume more 
than their fair share of pe¬ 
troleum products.

I ’ve tried soya cheese 
and soya hot dogs and 
have this to say about 
them: No. 

But maybe I’ll have bet¬ 
ter luck with another prod¬ 
uct that mimics the real 
thing: S5mthetic diesel. 

The diesel we’ve all 
come to know is refined 
from crude oil, just like 
gasoline. Don’t know if 
you’ve noticed, but lots of 
folks think we should scale 
back a bit from the 400 
million gallons of gasoline 
we use eveiy day in North 
America. 

Nothing is going to re¬ 
place that kind of volume 
overnight, but over the 
long haul synthetic diesel 
looks quite promising — 
especially if it’s for vehicu¬ 
lar consumption. 

For one thing, modern 
diesel engines don’t give a 


hoot if diesel is sourced 
from crude or palm oil. We 
can also use existing petro¬ 
leum-based infrastructures 
(like gas stations). And 
when we source it from 
other stuff like palm oil or 
natural gas, it’s cleaner. 

We can also source it 
from renewable stuff — 
like algae, certain seeds, 
used cooking oil and ani¬ 
mal fats. You can even use 
green matter that would 
otherwise go to landfill. 
When you use icky stuff 
like that, the product is 
called biodiesel, a form of 
synthetic diesel. Basically, 
if it doesn’t come from 
crude, it’s synthetic. 

You can also make 
ethanol from biomass, but 
vehicles are more efficient 
running on diesel. 

The Germans were the 
first to develop sjmthetic 


diesel, way back in the 
1920s. They developed a 
way to make liquid fuel 
from coal, a process that is 
still used today. Synthetic 


diesel can also be made 
from the gunk that’s in our 
tar sands. 

But its real future is tied 
to when we can get the 


right feedstocks — feed¬ 
stocks that are renewable, 
carbon neutral and can be 
produced in great whacks 
of volume. 


I Marching order^ 

► On Dec. 15, 2010, Canadi¬ 
an gasoline must contain 
five per cent renewable 
content. 

► Starting in 2012, Canadian 
diesel fuel must contain 
two per cent biodiesel. 

The best hopes so far are 
algae and a non-edible 
plant called jatropha, 
which has a seed that con¬ 
tains high amounts of oil. 
Jatropha is also advanta¬ 
geous, because it can grow 
in marginal soil, doesn’t 
have to be fertilized or wa¬ 
tered and contains only 
small amounts of Free Fat¬ 
ty Acid (FFA), which com¬ 
plicates the process to 
convert it to biodiesel. 

But a Canadian compa¬ 
ny, called BIOX, has pio¬ 
neered a way to make 
biodiesel from feedstocks 
with high FFA content, 
such as animal fat or crude 
palm oil. 

In fact, BIOX’s new plant 
in Hamilton, Ontario, is 
the largest continuous 
flow biodiesel facility in 
the world. It has the poten¬ 
tial to produce 67 million 
litres a year. 

Sounds like we’re get¬ 
ting somewhere.

“The style is almost like 
acting.

Looking at a tire, you may 
think the tread is just a 
random pattern. In reality, 
those squiggles and 
grooves are a major part of 
the tire’s engineering, 
with each pattern specifi¬ 
cally designed for the tire’s 
intended use. 

A new tire from Cooper, 
the Discoverer S/TMaxx, 
takes it a step further with 
little serrated steps at the 
edges of the tread blocks. 
Looking almost like a tiny 
flight of stairs, the steps 
help prevent small stones 
from wedging into the tire. 
The S/TMaxx is intended 
for light trucks and SUVs. 

“This is a true commer¬ 
cial grade for the toughest 
conditions,” says Steve 
Sawyer, director of brand 
and product management 
for Cooper Tire & Rubber. 
“This is a tire for people 
who live in mining com¬ 
munities or work in quar¬ 
ries.” 

Tires in heavy-duty use 
run the risk of punctures 
from sharp objects, and 
Cooper Tire further rein¬ 
forces this tire’s sidewalls 
with an angled ply — one 
of the layers that makes up 
the tire — that tightens it

Think you know the differ¬ 
ence between summer 
and winter tires? Find out 
the here. 

► Rubber Tire traction is a 
combination of the 
compound — the rubber 
and other materials from 
which it is made — and the 
tread design. On a winter 
tire, softer compound 
grips cold asphalt, while 
an aggressive design chan¬ 
nels snow and slush out 
from under the tire. Sum¬ 
mer performance tires use 
a firmer compound so they 
won’t get too soft in the 
heat, and their tread is de¬ 
signed to provide better 
traction when cornering. 
The tread is the part of the 
tire that touches the road. 
It's divided into "blocks," 
rubber segments that pro¬ 
vide grip, and which are 
separated by grooves that 
help to move water out of 
the way. Each tread block 
has tiny slits cut into it. 
These are called sipes, and 
they help keep the tread 
blocks flexible so they can 
grip the road better. The 
edge of the tire is called 
the shoulder; it provides 
stability when cornering. 
The side of the tire is 
called the sidewall, while 
the part that meets the 
wheel rim is the bead.

and makes it less likely 
that any sharp items can 
work their way through 
the wheel. 

As a final protective fea¬ 
ture, the tire has small 
rubber bars between the 


tread blocks, called ejector 
ribs. 

If a stone does manage 
to work its way past the 
serrated steps, the ribs 
help push the stone back 
out on to the road as the 


tire turns. 

A drawback to aggres¬ 
sive tread patterns is that 
they tend to be noisy when 
driving, and engineers 
have to design the tread to 
maintain a balance be¬ 


tween tire performance 
and road noise. 

“This optimized for 
both,” Sawyer says. 

“This tire is quiet, de¬ 
spite its aggressive pat¬ 
tern.”
